Michigan, and Wis 
consin, reports show that- the yield 
of marketable potatoes has been 
grjatly reduced .by the -shortenec 
supply, it is agreed,' is bound to 
bring that crop to a higher marke 
level than in a number of years says 
the Escanaba Press.

Michigan Agricultural college, has 
announced It as his belief that the 
crop will go to at liaast $1 a bushe 
on lower peninsula markets by nex 
spring. 


A local potato expert, who lias 


traveled, thruout this district and has 
given particular attention to the po 
tato crop said yeoto'rday: 
Potatoes 


were damaged 30 percjiat by early 
frosts and the wet rot. cauuod by late 
blight, Las caused another loss o 
20 per cent, so that this sections pro- 
duction will not be over one half the 
normal of the crop. Farmers having 
mature potatoes, free from blight rot 
would do wellto hold them at leasi 
until th,s latter part of October or un- 
til next spring if they, have conven- 
iences for properly storing them.. Po- 
tatoes affected by blight rot should 
not be sold as they will .not keep."

Treating Child's Hysteria, 


Does your, child ever terrify you 


by holding his breath? It so, how do 
you meet the emergency? 
Do you 


proceed, to get- as hysterical as. the 
child or do you reason the thing to its 
logical conclusion and realize that 
this is the one time above al fathers 
for mother or father or whoever is 
dealing rwltli the child to exercise all 
possible self-control? 
Hysteria in 


a child requires practically the same 
treatment that is called for in hyster- 
ia in an adult. It is a time for firm- 
nes's, for seemingly brutal sternness, 
and not for that mistaken gentleness 
or distressed concern which only adds 
to the child's nervousness. The ten- 
dency to hysteria can' and should bis 
broken. No. child should be allowed 
to scream itself sick or to hold Its 
breath-in stuborn resistance to par- 
ental authority. 
Two casss in point 


come to mind. 
A Young: Hopeful, 


taken by his mother to a throat spe- 
cialist, objected, strenuously to the 
examination. 
He yelled lustily and 


kicked vigorously while the mother 
and the family, physician tried in vain 
to hold him still. After wasting con- 
siderable time and receiving, several 
kicks, the specialist decided to take 
a hand in. disciplining the youngster.

Penalty of Bad Eggs. 


Warning that rotten or "spot" 


eggs are classed as adulterated sub- 
stances under the state law, and that 
selling- them or offering them for 
sale is punishable by a fine of not 
less than $10 or Imprisonment in 
the county jail not exceeding thirty 
days or both such fine or imprison- 
ment is contained in a bulletin being 
Bant to egg dealers by the Wisconsin 
State Food Commission. For the 
second offense the fine is not less 
than J26 nor more than $200 or 
imprisonment .in the county jail not 
more than one year or both. Accord-' 
ing to the bulletin of the commission, 
"the 
farmer, 
country 
merchant, 


wholesale dealer or retailer offering 
such eggs for sale or having them in 
his possession with the Intent to sell, 
violates this section of the law;. Each 
is,subjact to the same penalty.

Treating Child's Hysteria. 


Does your child ever terrify you 


by holding his breath? If so, how do 
you meet the emergency? 
Do you 


proceed to get as hysterical a.s the 
child or do you reason the thing to its 
logical conclusion and realize that 
this is the one time above al lothers 
for mother or father or whoever is 
dealing .with the child to exercise all 
possible self-control? 
Hysteria in 


a child requires practically the same 
treatment that is called for in hyster- 
ia in an adult. It is a time for flrm- 
nes's, for seemingly brutal starnness, 
and not for that mistaken gentleness 
or distressed concern which only adds 
to the child's nervousness. The ten- 
dency to hysteria can and should b.5 
broken. No child should be allowed 
to scream itself sick or to hold its 
breath in stuborn resistance to par- 
ental authority. 
Two casss in point 


come to mind. 
A Young Hopeful, 


taken by his mother to a throat spe- 
cialist, objected strenuously to the 
examination. 
He yelled lustily and 


kicked vigorously while the mother 
and the family physician tried in vain 
to hold him still. 
After wasting con- 


siderable time and receiving several 
kicks, the specialist decided to take 
a hand in disciplining the youngster. 
Without warning—for surprise is an 
important element n til* successful 
treatment of hysteria, he discharged 
a syringe full of cold water squarely 
in the face of the child. 
The boy 


gasped, his yelling and struggling 
ceased as by magic, and the examin- 
ation proceeded in peace the boy 
obeying instructions like a little sol- 
dier and with more cheerfulness. 


A physican-father, going home to 


dinner one evening, found his ten 
months old daughter resisting all ef- 
'orts to put her to sleep. The young 
mother was.frantic over the child's 
nsistent holding of her breath, fol- 
owed by uncontrolable screaming. 
Against the mother protest the father 
sent her from the room. He protect- 
ed the ten months old baby with the 
oldi2d blanket used as a cover and 
then and there Miss Baby got her 
first spanking. 
The desired result 


was achieved with one or two slaps, 
accompanied by a stern command to 
>ehave herself and go to sleep.

sheer surprise, her attention being 
distracted by the spanking, she obey-

When war between Germany and

Need of Reforestation In Japan. 
The forest area of Japan is decreas- 


ing at the rate of one million acres 
a year. This area is being cut away 
partly for timber and lumber and for 
firewood and part'y to make the land 
available for the cultivation of rice. 


The forests of Japan at the end of 


1D14 covered about 45 million acres. 
Extensive efforts are being made to 
increase the acreage of forest lands 
by planting surfaces now cleared off 
with young trees of quick growth. 
It 


has been urged that it is necessary 
to replant all surfaces as soon as they 
are cleared .for commercial purposes 
in order to lessen the great loss an- 
nually caused by floods in the moun- 
tains.—Vice Consul Harold C. Hug- 
gins, Yokohama, Japan, in Commerce 
Reports.

If you are tired of just underwaists 


and corset covers, the sleeveless, low 
bust kind and the wee camisole, try 
making this quite new garment for 
wear under your blouse. 


Buy one yard of white silk muslin 


at 25 cents a yard, one and one-fourth 
yards of narrow, stout lace and two 
skeins of white mercerized cotton. 
Make a waist by kimono pattern with 
very short sleeves, folding the goods 
crosswise. Cut the neck V shape in 
front and -slightly rounded or equally 
V'd behind; have the fronts of the 
waist one-eighth inch longer. than the 
back. Scallop the entire edge and ends 
of sleeves and do it in buttonhole 
stitch, preferably well padded: Then 
put a double row of French eyelets 
Inside the buttonhole stitching. The 
seams are under the arms. Put these 
seams together: with the lace; dcwn 
the front put the lace also, tacking to 
one side; the other side may be fas-

191-t covered about -15 million acres.

Buy one yard of white silk muslin 


at 25 cents a yard, one and one-fourth 
yards of narrow, stout lace and two 
skeins of white mercerized 
cotton. 


Make a waist by kimono pattern with 
very short sleeves, folding the goods 
crosswise. Cut the neck V shape In 
front and slightly rounded or equally 
V'd behind; have the fronts of the 
waist one-eighth inch longer than the 
back. Scallop the entire edge and ends 
of sleeves and do it in buttonhole 
stitch, preferably well padded. Then 
put a double row of French eyelets 
Inside the buttonhole stitching. 
The 


seams are under the arms. Put these 
seams together with the lace; dc-srn 
the front put the lace also, tacking to 
one side: the other side may be fas- 
tened with tiny snaps or with wee gold 
pins. Turn up the bottom of the waist 
and fit «by means of rubber band run 
through the hem made.

F. Feickert, president of the New Jer- 
sey Woman's State Suffrage associa- 
tion. 


Four hundred and ninety-four of the 


state's 1.&91 voting precmcta gave a 
majority of 12.514 against the adoption 
of the constitutional amendment to en- 
franchise women. The figures were: 
For, 34,610; against, 47,124. These re- 
turns were mostly from tho large 
cities.

A heavy vote was cast throughout

regularities. In Newark woman watch- 
ers reported they had been ejected 
frotr the polling places, but this ap- 
parently was duo to lack ot proper cre- 
dentials. 


Washington, Oct 21—President Wil- 


son returned to Washington on Tues- 
day night from Princeton after casting 
the first ballot ever given by a chief 
executive of the United States in favor 
of woman suffrage. 


The president's brief visit to his

his resignation. The government has 
made no announcement of the break. 


Carson's defection was the result of 


the strenuous light be das made In 
the cabinet In favor of conscription. 
With only one or two supporters he 
has held that the only way England 
can raise an army sufficient to Insure 
victory of a permanent nature Is by 
compulsory military service. 


The attorney general's resignation, 


which had been predicted for several 
days, has created a crisis which may 
force Premier Asqulti, to name an- 
other entirely new cabinet. 


Simultaneously with tho announce- 


ment by Carson of his resignation 
carao tho announcement that Gen. Sir 
Ian Hamilton had been relieved of his 
commahd of the allied troops in the 
Mediterranean and replaced by Gen. 
Sir C. C. Monro. 


The action la believed to bo the di- 


rect result of tho widespread criticism 
of the allies' failure to break through 
the 
Dardanelles. 
The tremendous 


casualties which this effort tins cost, 
estimated to bo 99,1100, have been at- 
tributed to poor generalship.

The first thing was to arrange for a cabin up

one, and they have built up n fund of rugged 
health and contentment ot spirit upon which 
they can draw freely throughout tho rest ot their 
lives. 


SCIENCE TO CONTROL THE EGG 


Well-Known Theatrical Missile Can Bo Regulated 


From Debut to Old Age. . 


Eggs, those mysterious coop jewels within tho 


shells of which He secrets that stagger tho brain 
and threaten the proboscis, are practically ex- 
posed in a paper sent out by the New York Slate 
College df Agriculture at Cornell, saya tho Now 
York Herald. The article shows liow to color 
tho yolk, regulate tho odor, restrict tho caliber 
of the albumen, offset evil spirits and protect 
tho American breakfast table. 


To begin with, a hen should be fed just so In 


order to have eggs that arc dependable and up- 
right. A hen which deliberately eats an onion 
usually knows In her heart that some day in tho 
future there is to ho ruined an omelet which 
might have been equal to any omelet over served. 
Still, that lion will eat that onion with no more 
thought of the ultimate consumer than a farmer 
usually has. Hens are a mighty treacherous 
flock of cacklers at best. It seems, according to 
the late bulletins from Cornell. 


On the other hand, a hen that has been shown 


its place In the coop circle can be made to 
lay eggs that are of a certain color, size, odor 
and condition of servitude. Green foods and yel- 
low corn produce deep color in the yolk; white 
corn, wheat and buckwheat produce a pallid yolk. 


Even the season of tho year, which, has re- 


mained above suspicion in utorago circles until 
now, 
may have a definite effect upon the future 


conduct of a weak-chinned egg. 
A winter egg 


is stanch and sound in comparison with almost 
any one laid in the good old summer time. They 
act better in cold storage, producing practically 
no disorder during their Incarceration. 


The matter of cold storage, incidentally, la 


more than touched upon. After an egg has arrived 
on earth Its treatment by those who can prove 
their right to It will to a great extent determine 
what sort of an egg it will bo and remain. Evap- 
oration ot water through the pores of an egg- 
shell should be prevented always, and a proper 
temperature and degree of moisture should bo 
provided. Rough handling is specifically warned 
against, for, after all, oven an egg has some small 
rights. 


The best way to preserve the Integrity of an 


egg, according to the voluminous bulletin, is by 
lime water and salt solution and by water-glass 
solution, 
Either method . is much better than 


cold storage, which has become somewhat notori- 
ous in recent years and is, as they say at tho 
egg candling resorts, In bad odor. 


An unusual feature of the bulletin is its color 


plates, of which there are seven, showing the 
candling appearance and opened appearance of 
the eggs of different quality and at various stages. 
These illustrations were made from actual speci- 
mens and some of them were probably taken, 
for obvious reasons, from quite a distance.
